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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the references do no 
teach "establishing a computer communications session between a merchant computer system and a third party shopping simulation 
system in which a merchant request is conveyed to the third-party system". The Examiner answers that Gardenswartz teaches in column 
15. lines 40-45 a registration server (i.e. third party system) that delivers "value contracts", such as incentive to visit selected locations 
(see column 16, lines 40-45) and said "value contracts" are inherent based upon merchant request. The Applicant argues that nothing in 
Gardenswartz suggest a third party remote shopping stimulation system reading any information from the merchant system. The 
Examiner answers that Gardenswartz teaches in column 16, lines 15-20 that the registration server (i.e. third party) delivers the progress 
report to the consumer where said progress report is obtained from purchase information from said consumer. Therefore, Gardenswartz 
teaches a third party system reading information from a nrierchant system (i.e. retailer store 2, 4, 6; see figure 1). The Applicant further 
argues that Gardenswartz fails to teach identifying a potential consumer of a merchant-specified product based on the consumer 
purchase information read from the merchant system. The Examiner answers that Gardenswartz teaches in column 15, lines 20-27 "the 
eligibility of each consumer may depend on any desired factor(s) including the purpose of the contract, whether the consumer's observed 
offline purchase history meets certain criteria and the consumer's response to previously delivered target advertisements including value 
contracts". Therefore, Gardenswartz teaches identifying potential consumers based upon consumer observed offline purchase history 
and the Examiner used the Deaton to teach the merchant-specified product targetting. . 
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
